In 18th Century England, strolling 
musicians warmed the spirits of their fellow townsmen as 
they sang from door to door. Father Joseph Mohr in the 
Austrian Tyrol manifested his faith in the 19th Century when 
he wrote "Silent Night." It is said that he wrote verses on 
Christmas Eve because the church organ was broken and 
he did not wish his parishoners disappointed. He rushed to 
his friend, the organist, who composed the melody in a few 
hours, and it was sung at midnight. 
Today carolers of all ages, representing churches, or­ 
ganizations and neighborhood groups, lift spirits as they 
softly sing down hospital halls, to the aged in homes, to 
gatherings in communities and to their neighbors.

The glib tongue is seldom a sin­ 
cere one. 
When w ords flow

produced on 
the surface of 
the 
mind. As Bon Jonson has rem inded 
us: “ Who casts to write a living 
1 line, m ust sw eat.” Thus when we 
do not lack for words, that pr o b - , 
able should alert us to w atch our- 
, selves, 
lest we use them 
super­ 
ficially. 
It is mightily worth noting that 
God doesn’t judge the sincerity of 
our prayers, or the intensity of the 
passion that is back of them, by 
the size of the copy or the lavish­

Maurice Wurts, “ Father of the 
D&H Canal” died on Dec. 29, 
1854. This is from “ The Dela­ 
ware and Hudson Canal” a his­ 
tory by Edwin D. LeRoy, pub­ 
lished by The Wayne County 
Historical Society. I see a let­ 
ter from John Ewen, esquire, 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Coal Co, dated Ju ly 28, 1853, 
from the office of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Co. I under­ 
stand Port Ewen was named 
after John Ewen, and 
Wurts 
Street after Maurice W urts or 
the Wurts family. 
There is also a mention of 
William and John Wurts. John 
B. Jervis is mentioned as early 
as 1825. He became chief engi­ 
neer of the D&H Canal because 
of his experience on the Erie 
Canal under Benjamin Wright. 
Philip Hone was president of the 
i company 
and mayor of 
New 
York. Perhaps that is where we 
: get the name for Hone Street. 
Oct. 16, 1828, the first packet, 
called 
"Orange” 
left 
Rondout
